Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application In condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on December 14, 
2006 have been fully considered, but they are not persuasive. Regarding the Taylor reference, paragraph 003, cited by applicant, refers 
to the cross-piece/connector not the attachment member, I.e. the jaw or connector member, 2. Therefore, the argument Is irrelevant. 

Furthermore, applicant is claiming "at least one jaw being integrally formed with the central portion" not a connector having an integrally 
formed, central portion. Moreover, examiner respectfully disagrees with applicant regarding the Taylor reference. The jaw or connector 
member, 2, of Taylor is integrally formed, i.e. forms an essential part, with the central portion of the cross-piece/connector. Regarding the 
Duff reference, the jaw/connector member, 20, Is "Integrally" formed with the central portion, e.g. 30, of the connector at 26 (see figures 1 , 
2 and 5 of the Duff reference) .
